THE WORLD'S ELECTRICAL 
INDUSTRY. 


BRITAIN AS LEADING EXPORTER. 


' The expansion of the clectrical 
industry, which has been so marked 
n feature of industrial progress 
during the’ last decade in the lead- 
ing countries of the world, has 
given rise to keen speculation re. 
garding electrical development, and 
it js generally believed’ that the in- 
dustry is now entering’ on a period 
of great and increasing activity. 
A survey of the world position and 
prospects of electrical manufacture 
and electrical power aupply, carried 
out by the British Electrical and 
Allied Manufacturers’ Association 
for the Intornational Economic 
Conference, throws a vivid light’ on 
important factors in the situation 
future  éx- 
pansion. The success realised by 
British firms must be regarded-as a 
post-war achievement, since it was 
only in 1919 that a united industry 
with ‘a common policy ‘and a de- 
finite programme of trade develop- 
ment emerged. : 

In 1918 British exports of eclec- 
trical machinery” and apparatua 
canstituted only 20 per cent. of the 
world's exports, but in 1926 they 
had risen 27 per cent, in 1913 
Great Britain came second 


first place amogg the world’s sup- 
pliers, followat—by the United 
States and Ger y. In the pro: 
duction of clectrical goods the 
United States was responsible in 
1926 for exactly 50 per cent. of the 
world total of £590,000,000, Ger- 
many for 18 per gent., aad Great 
Britain for 12 per cent. The low 
state of home demand has made the 
British electrical industry depend- 
ent on exports to a greater , de- 
gree thin the industry in any other 
country; of the total British out- 
put more than 25 per cent. is ex- 
ported, compared with a world 
average of 11.6 per cent. 

In an analysis of the development 
of foreign trade the . associntion, 
after pointing out that in’ Germany, 
the United States, and to some ex- 
ten in Great Britain the electrical 
industry is finding an increasing 
demand in the home market, thanks 
to intensive electrical development, 
atates that, while Great Britain hag 
maintained its position as the lead- 
ing exporter, it has not’ achieved 
this result over the entire range of 
its products. In electrical ma- 
chinery Germany and Great Britain 
are pradtically-on-the same level

and slightly higher than the United 
States; in insulated wires and 


‘| cables Great Britain is superior, ac- 


counting. for 60 per cent. of the 
total exports; while in telegraphic 
and telephonic apparatus it is still 
the highest of all three,’ though 
yielding ground in wireless, €er- 
many stands pre-eminent in the 
supply of meters, Inmps, and 
electro-medical apparatus,. while 
the United States occupies first. 
Place in batteries and 
specialities connected with 
appliances and industrial heating 
apparatus. Specialization hag 
taken place, therefore, to some ex. 
tent in ench of the three countries, 
A similar specialisation can be 
traced in markets, Thus Great 
Britain is dominant in the Domin- 
Argentina, 
China, France and Russia, while it 
is fairly active in| Japan, Spain, 
Brazil, Chile, and Italy, . Germany 
has almoat a monopoly of the Euro- 
ean market, and is active in Egypt, 
Dutch East “Indies, Brazil, Argen- 
tina, and Japan. The United States 
finds its main sources of demand in 
Canada, Japan, Australia, . Brazil, 
Argentina, Mexico, and Central and 
South America, 


Remarkable Increase. 

The growth of demand since 1913- 
constitutes one of the most remark- 
able features in the situation; over 
the period 1918-1925 world con- 
sumption of electrical goods’ in- 
creased by no less than 182 per 
cent, the Increase in Great Britain 
being 180 per cent. It is. estimated 
that, even now, only 20 per cent, 
of the possible market open. to in- 
dustry, has been developed, and 
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that the next few years’ should 
show a rate of progress much 
Righer ‘than anything hitherto re- 
corded. In tho generation of elec- 
tricity Itself, the " United States 
covers 40 per cent. of the world 
total, and Great Britain only 5 per 
cent. the most highly electrified 
countries being Canada, New Zen- 
land, Switzerland, Norway, Sweden, 
Belgian, France, and Germany, 

The capital invested in the elec- 
tri¢ity supply and electrical manu- 
facturing industries in the world 
would, under full development, be 
at least quadrupled. The total 
capital expended in Great Britain 
can be given as almost £300,000,000, 
‘excluding railway and tramway au- 
.thorities, and'is increasing annual- 
ly by more than £30,000,000. 

The success of the electrical 

manufacturers in maintaining their 
‘grip on the foreigm market, at a 
time of severe depression at’ home 
and artificial competitive conditions 
resulting from curféncy deprecia- 
tion abroad, is’ attributed to the 
fact that their-equipment for pro- 
duction, is good,‘ their labour effi- 
ciency high, and the quality of their 
product sound. There is no guar- 
antee, of course, that Inbour' effi. 
ciency in Germany and France will 
not improve sufficiently to establish 
a privileged position for them and 
that equipment for production wilt 
not become at least as good as i 
Great Britain, but the tendency i 
for wages and overhead 
ture to reflect at once .an upward 
movement in efficitncy of’ output. 
. In. discussing selling prices in 
1926 compared with 1918, the Asso- 
ciation comes to the conclusion 
that, allowing for the increased 
efficiency of plant | manufacture! 
and for changes in design, the real 
increase ‘was about 36, to 40 per 
cent., while production costs, based 
on ‘value ‘alone, increased 72 per 
sent . It states. as 


Wages in Great Britain are now] 


110 per cent. above’ 1913, measured 
on an hourly basis, while taxation, 
Imperial and local, .shows an ine 
erease of 220 per, cent. Making 
allowance for these factors, the 
total increase in the cost of pro- 

ction in Grdat Britain Hes in the 
vicinity of: 70. per-cent. In Ger- 
many wages are only about 30 per 
cent. above the 1913° level; in 
France there Is practically'no in- 
crease; in Italy an increase of 
about 40 per cent,; and in -Switzer- 
land about 88 per ‘cent.; while ‘in

How Advértising Saved'a 
. ». Trade, « 


* An advertising outlay of £40,000 
resulted in an increased expendi- 
ture of £2,000,000 on fruit last year, 
according to figures supplied by the 
Board of Trade to the Fruit Trades’ 
‘Federation. The’ public spent 
$34,789,219 on fresh fruits—almost 
exactly £2,000,000 more ‘than in 
'1926-and nearly £3,000,000 more 
in 1924. The heaviest in- 
credse was in apples,-the © import 
value of this fruit being £9,661,921 
in 1926 and £7,541,901 in 1925. The 
inerease in . consumption. was 
2,294,830cwt. There was a falling 
off in the popularity of nuts, plums, 
strawberries, and other small 
fruits, 

“Ido not think the commercial 
world can show any finer example 
of the enormous power of advertis- 
ing than this,” said. “Mr. .Charles 
Wray, president-elect of the Fed- 
eration. “It cost: the federation 
£40,000 to say “Eat More Fruit" 
last year, but the returns show that 
the expenditure was justified a 
hundredfold.

Constwise freight rates began ‘to 
fall, and ‘In the overseas trade the 
strong demand for tonnaye in. the 
Pacific censed entirely after the 
completion of the heavy wheat ship- 
ments, while there was little oppor-

As a result of these’ conditions 
many Japancse ships: returned to 
‘the home coasting trade, thus caus- 
‘ing an over-supply of tonnage and 
a further depression of freight 
rates, This reaction, however, did

China. These conditions held good 
until the autumn, when there was 
a wgeneral revival of overseas ship- 
ping.

The results of the: Chinese 
isolation for millennia are many 
-misunderstandings and miscon- 
ceptions which only :time and 
goodwill on the part. alike of 
Chinese and Westerners can re- 
move, and a widegpread ignarance 
of the country itself. 

The physical history of China 
resolves itself into the process of 
the sedimentation of an old 
yeosynclinal bounded on the west 
by the ancient massifs of Tibet 
and, Gobi and on the east, by an’ 
equally ancient continent of which 
only remnants now remain, The 
filling in of this Chinese basin, 
seems to have progressed from 
east to west. Since the Ordovician 
North China, unlike South China, 
has.never been deeply submerged, 
North and South China became 
differentiated from then onwards,

The -largest coalfields of the 
Peking Basin, the Kaiping and the 
Fangshan-Wangping, are both 
within easy reach of Peking at 
once the capital and the focus of 
the Chinese Government railway, 
system, and of Tientsin, the com- 
mercial centre. of North China. 
Near is- the-smaller anthracite 
field of Shihmenchai just within 
the Great Wall. The trunk rail- 
way lines, penetrating south- 
wards to the Yangtse valley, to 
both the Delta and the Central 
Basin, northward to South. Man- 
churia, eastward to the Shantung 
coast and westward to the Mongo- 
lian border, have stimulated large- 
seale coal mining in nearly all the 
‘fields peripheral to the North 
China Plain. "The most important 
field in Kwangtung ' is around 
Shaochow, in the upper basin of 
the Peikiang and overlooked by 
the Nanling range. Its seams 
vary in thickness up to 20 feet 
and its coals are bituminous, cok- 
ing and of good quality. There is 
a smaller field, the Maoshan, 
with thinner seams in the imme- 
diate, vicinity of Canton. 

Of all : the iron ore ‘fields of 
China that along the Yangtse has 
the richest ores and is the most: 
accessible, But its . reserve ‘is: 
small, being estimated by the 
Survey at but 90 -million tons. 
The Archean ores of South Man- 
churia have. a reserve ; of. 740 
million tons, but they: are pre- 
dominantly of-low grade and are 
workable -only if’ they . can 
tbe cheaply ‘concentrated. The
